Cost of Farm labor will have to be increased next year. 
A 40 hour work week is possible. 

Meat products at Home; Poultry lower, Pork, Lamb and 
Beef higher. 

Superintendent of the Home gave notice that help will 
have to be paid more in order to hold them. 

Inmates at the Home had increased considerable in 1957 
over 1956. 

Apple crop in fair condition. Lower grade apples made 
into vinegar for the Home.

Roof at the Home repaired at an expense of about 
$2,000.00.

On the above motion the Commissioners were author- 


ized to exceed the budget by not more than $25,000.00. 
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Improvements at yard in back of Court House not yet 
done. 

Superintendent, at the Home, reports that additional 
rooms can be provided at a slight cost. One has been com- 
pleted. Surplus commodities are being used at the Home. 

Question was raised as to doing away with furnishing 
clothing to Prisoners when leaving the Jail as they have 
clothes when admitted.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire the board of Merrimack County Commissioners 
herewith submit the annual report of the Commissioners 
along with the Treasurer, Superintendent and Matron of 
the County Home and House of Correction, Farm Physi- 
cian, Clerk of Superior Court, County Solicitor, Chaplains, 
Sheriff, Auditors and County Extension Service for the year 
ending December 31, 1957. 

Again this year, we wish to express our sincere appreci- 
ation on behalf of Merrimack County, to the Federal Busi- 
ness and Professional Women’s Club of Concord and the 
Kiwanis Club of Concord, for providing a most successful 
Yuletide party at the County Home. 

We extend our grateful thanks to Miss Bessie Gray whose 
capable and inspired leadership, interest in the Home, and 
untiring efforts as a member of the BPW, in cooperation 
with her loyal supporters, has made this party an annual 
event for 20 consecutive years. 

The occasion of the deaths during the past year of two 
prominent officials of Merrimack County, Commissioner 
Joseph G. Colby and George W. Philbrick, Register of Pro- 
bate, represents a great loss, not only to the County, but to 
all related agencies and individuals with whom they have 
come in contact. 

Commissioner Colby, twice member of the Board with 
18 years of service to the County, and George Philbrick, 
past County Commissioner with 14 years of service on the 
Board, and 5 years as Register of Probate, will both be re- 
membered for their cooperation, sincerity, earnestness of 
purpose and tireless giving of themselves and their abilities 
for the promotion of good Community Government. 

On August 1, 1957, Mr. & Mrs. Albert MacDuffie sub- 
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mitted their resignation as Superintendent and Matron of 
the County Home, and Mr. & Mrs. J. James Treloar of Chi- 
chester were appointed to fill these positions. 

Mr. Treloar attended the University of N. H. and was for 
several years associated with the Merrimack F armers Ex- 
change. 

Mrs. Treloar, R. N. is a graduate of the N. H. Memorial 
Hospital School of Nursing. 

The Commissioners concur with the Report of the Super- 
intendent and Matron as submitted. A major improvement 
in the County Home was the installation of an elevator in 
the main building, at a cost of $14,930.00. We are now able 
to utilize rooms on the second floor for residents for whom 
negotiating the stairs is hazardous. 

Appropriation for new construction at the Court House 
were expended for providing a conference room for the 
Judge of Probate at a cost of $1,226.75 and for installing 
a spiral staircase connecting the vaults between the Regis- 
ter of Deeds offices and a vault in the basement at a cost 
of $843.42. This was designed to relieve congestion in the 
upper office by providing space for storage which formerly 
had not been utilized to advantage. 

We feel justly proud of the County Home with its good 
facilities, high standards of care for its residents and effi- 
cient management, and extend a cordial invitation to any- 
one interested in its operation, to visit.

In addition to the 246 cases above itemized, the office 
of the County Solicitor has participated in at least an equal 
number of investigations concerning suspected crimes, un- 
timely deaths, autopsies and many complaints, upon in- 
vestigation, proving no prosecution warranted. 

1957 like 1956 may be viewed with mixed emotions. 
There were no sharp increases or decreases in the number 
of crimes committed, with one exception. The crime of 
breaking, entering and larceny showed a marked increase 
in 1957, from 7 cases in 1956 to 23 cases in 1957. The dis- 
couraging factor in these statistics is that the number of 
cases of breaking, entering and larceny has risen while 
the age of the lawbreaker has decreased. Although the num- 
ber of juvenile offenders has stayed steady, the seriousness 
of the crimes committed by juveniles becomes greater and 
greater. Although the State is doing everything in its pow- 
er to control the juvenile problem, the facilities available 
are inadequate. The number of juvenile offenders has not 
risen, yet the offenses committed by them, which are be- 
coming serious felonies, are receiving more public notice 
and for that reason it would seem to the public that the 
number of offenses had increased. Such is not the case. 
However the concern of this office is that the juvenile of- 
fender is now committing serious felonies, while in the re- 
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cent past the juvenile was committing only minor misde- 
meanors. The State is in a position of having to creafe a 
new institution with facilities to care for and rehabilitate 
those juveniles who do not belong in the Industrial School 
or the State Prison, or lower the juvenile age from 18 to 
16 or 17 years. 

The Uniform Reciprocal Support Act has finally come 
into its own. Increased use of the act. was made in 1957 
with good results. Some persons and States have abused the 
act by filing petitions for handling in this State when the 
use of the act was not warranted. However, those cases 
are few. 

Driving a motor vehicle while under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquor cases showed a slight increase. Many of 
these cases have been tried before juries in Superior Court 
and. convictions have been obtained. The new law govern- 
ing sentencing in first offenses is very workable, and fewer 
first offense appeals are being taken. In almost every in- 
stance, a conviction for a second offense will end up in 
Superior Court on appeal. 

1957 may be written off the books as a generally average 
year. What occurred was expected, what did not occur 
was not anticipated. However, the Solicitor feels that 1957 
might have been the calm before the storm, not only in 
crimes and juvenile offenses but in money and support 
matters. 

The Solicitor would like to acknowledge the assistance 
rendered in his behalf by the Office of Cyde R. Parker, 
Sheriff, and New Hampshire State Police, and the various 
City and Town Police Departments together with all other 
law enforcement agencies and individuals, without whose 
assistance the Solicitor would be unable to function.

Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of County Commissioners, County 
‘Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court and Superintendent 
of the County Farm. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A. & J.) 

Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1954-1955 and December 31, 1955-1956, are 
presented in Exhibits A and J, respectively. As indicated 
therein the Surplus decreased by $13,441.96 in 1955 and 
$73,306.41 in 1956. 
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Analysis of Change in Financial Condition:

Statements presenting an analysis of the factors which 
caused the change in financial condition of the County 
during the fiscal years ended December 31, 1955 and De 
cember 31, 1956, are included in Exhibits B and K, re- 
spectively.

In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1955, a revenue 
surplus of $14,735.27 plus a net unexpended balance of ap- 
propriations of $21,746.72, resulted in a net budget surplus

A revenue surplus of $4,574.20, plus a net unexpended 
balance of appropriations of $19,788.24, resulted in a net 
budget surplus of $24,362.44 in the fiscal year ended De- 
cember 31, 1956.

An Examination was made of all orders issued by the 
Commissioners and Clerk of Superior Court during the 
periods under review. Supporting invoices & payrolls were 
likewise examined and the classification of expenditures 
noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 
1956, is indicated in Exhibit Q. 


Clerk of Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Merrimack County were examined. Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, and 
found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by the 
Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls 
bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 
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County Farm 


Receipts of the Farm from the sale of dairy products, 
livestock, produce and from boarders were checked by 
source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of 
the Farm, as recorded in the cash book, were properly ac- 
counted for by the Superintendent through deposits in the 
bank to the credit of the County Treasurer’s account. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Farm for the years 1955 and 1956 are presented in 
Exhibits G. and P. respectively. 

Conclusion: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the 
Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its 
findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) should 
be published in the next annual report of the County. This 
letter of transmittal should be included in its entirety but 
the publication of Exhibits is optional.
